life. Using a natural method of times of ferili- 
ty and non-fertility allows for God's creative 
work but also requires discipline on the part 
of the partners. In the past, the rhythm 
was the only natural way known so 
it was offen used by Catholic families. It is 
misleading to say it was Catholic-endorsed. 

In the past 30 years, new natural family 
planning methods, like the Billings, Serena 
and Creighton method have incorporated 
charting. Many Catholic families nowadays 
use these methods. Fertility Awareness is 
identical to those methods and not more 

act than Billings, Serena or Creighton. The 
Billings were both doctors in Australia and 
first brought the knowledge of women’s ferti 
ity patterns to North America. Their ideas 
were embraced by many Catholic families 
and | am grateful to see hort extending into 

secular world. 

Since Fertility Awareness is based on: the 
works of Billings and the like, perhaps a bit 
more peli could have been put into 
these NFP methods. Also, a bit more tact 
could have been used in talking of the 
Catholic Church and NFP, as without many 
Catholic families promoting these methods 
against the mar iyal phase to use the Pill, this 
article of fertility awareness may never have 
come to print.

cup.) 

The first trolley came by with the 
server barking out her wares in 
Mandarin. Luckily. Gingie barked 
back and the server deposited three 
shrimp cakes on our table. Hasina 
and | fell on them while Gingie 
watched.

“Good for me,” I thought, 
until I realized her lack of enthusi- 
asm may have had something to do 
with the fact that I accidentally dou- 
ble-dipped them in the spicy sauce. 

Next came the pork buns, which 
were again to my liking, but didn’t 
jibe with Hasina’s beliefs, so I got her 
share. Again, good for me. In fact, 
damm good for me. And so the meal 
continued. As trolley after trolley 
rolled by, it was apparent that nearly 
everything had pork or seafood in it, 
so we passed on dish after dish, until 
finally Gingie decided to just go 
ahead and order. 


Then the food came on fast and 
furious. We had mashed taro 
dumplings with pork (a little musky, 
but with a very interesting outside 
texture); sticky rice in lotus leaves 
(loi mai gai) with pork filling; rice 
noodle rolls with beef (a bit soggy 
and flavourless); sesame-coated 
sweet buns with red bean filling 
(burnt the roof of my mouth); and 
minced pork patties on top of spicy 
eggplant (damn, damn good for 
me). But sadly, there wasn’t much 
for Hasina to eat. 

As we walked back in the rain, I 
felt more than content with the expe- 
rience. The meal cost only $22 and 
was one of the best dim sum experi- 
ences I’ve had in Edmonton. It was 
brilliant! But, as I looked at Hasina 
under her hoodie fighting the cold 
and rain, my excitement waned. I'd 
dragged her out into the rain for a 
meal she couldn't eat. Now she was 
late getting back to work, wet, 
uncomfortable, and still hungry. 

I hung my head in shame and 
looked at my rain-soaked shoes, 
then said to Gingie, “This may not 
have been our proudest moment.” 

I guess I hadn’t escaped my 
reverse Midas touch just yet.

SOUCOUYANT: A NOVEL OF FORGETTING 
By David Chariandy. Arsenal Pulp Press. 
220 pp., $19.95 





THE SOUCOUYANT IS ONE SCARY 
lady. An evil spirit from Caribbean 
folklore, she’s a kind of female vam- 
pire or succubus who preys on 
sleeping men. She disguises herself 
during the day by wearing the skin 
of an old woman and living a 
respectable, if reclusive, life on the 
edge of town. When night falls, she 
doffs her disguise and becomes a 
ball of fire searching for victims. She 
is decidedly neurotic, unpleasant, 
and possibly even deadly—iust like 
the history and memory she repre- 
sents (and represses) in the new 
book first-time Vancouver novelist

No, Soucouyant is not a thriller or a 
Caribbean-themed riff on Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer, it’s a quietly undra- 
matic account of a son as he watches 
his mother go through the final 
stages of pre-senile dementia, while 
trying to understand her lost history 
and his own. Sometimes heartbreak- 
ing, sometimes uncomfortably 
funny, Soucouyant is a brilliantly 
crafted novel that uses both the folk- 
lore we inherit and the personal lore 
we create to unfold the past, the pre- 
sent, and even the future. 

Returning to his suburban 
Scarborough Bluffs home in Ontario 
after an absence of two years, the 
unnamed narrator finds his mother 
in the care of a mysterious young 
woman. Fighting with his own need 
to reclaim his past and the realiza- 
tion of “what an impossible feat it is 
to care for mother,” he tells his own 
memories of childhood and adoles- 
cence in the home of first-generation 
Caribbean-Canadian immigrants. 
But these memories aren’t easy to 
recall—they’re tied to his memories 
of his mother’s memories, as she told 
them to him, in both factual and 
fantastic stories of her childhood, 
World War II, and her emigration to 
Canada. 

One of the most fascinating of 
these is their shared memory of a 
trip to her hometown of Carnage, 
where the narrator met his horribly 
scarred grandmother. While he 
remembers only the ugliness of her 
burns, his mother remembers the 
old woman blessing him in the sea— 
something he has, to his shame, for- 
gotten. 

In subtly poetic language, rich 
with unique images and rhythms 
(“The house has taken on some bru- 
tal energy, and the dust motes have 
turned the slanting moonlight from 
the window into solid beams. The 
noise peaks and only then is it clear 
to me that a freight train is passing”), 
Chariandy creates a speaking voice 
for his narrator—Soucouyant feels 


more like a very private conversa- 
tion with an inspired talker than a 
novel. 

The peculiarities of the young 
man’s storytelling, inherited from 
his mother, appear and reappear, 
giving a unity to what could have 
been a jumbled collection of 
memories: stories are begun and 
never finished, the same stories are 
retold several times, and there is no 
strict chronological order to the 
memories the narrator relates. 
However, there are repeated phras- 
es, types of metaphors, and lines 
drawn between them that saves 
them from being completely hap- 
hazard. 

Written in nearly operatic but 
always simple style, the climactic 
memories that the soucouyant has 
been hiding only surface at the very 
end of the novel, when we finally 
meet the lady herself. For Char- 
iandy, the soucouyant is a way to 
talk about the past without actually 
talking about the past. (One of the 
recurring stories is the time in her 
youth that the mother saw a 
soucouyant, a memory which masks 
the reality of a deeply traumatic 
experience of colonialism, class, and 
violence at the core of her and her 
son’s experiences.) 

There’s no room to breathe or take 
a break, no way to escape these char- 
acter’s realizations before the final 
sentence. It could be oppressive if 
not downright unsatisfying, but it 
works. Memories aren't always 
clear, and for Chariandy, how to tell 
them and what they mean aren't 
clear either. By slowly layering sto- 
ries upon stories until he reaches a 
crucial point of no return, Chariandy 
has created a breathtaking panora- 
ma of two lives and the ways 
they’ve shaped each other. 

Tight, lonely, expansive, poetic, 
and distressingly true to the realities 
of pre-senile dementia, Chariandy’s 
world is brutal, sympathetic, and 
beautiful.

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BioShock: sheer Rapture 


This nightmarish tour through a failed utopia is a gaming milestone 


THE WATER LEVEL IS RISING. BIOSHOCK, 
the groundbreaking new release from 
2K Games, pulls us deeper into a 
more thoughttul, “page”-flipping digi- 
tal narrative than ever seen. It’s the 
tragedy of Rapture, a beautiful under- 
water city-utopia of free-will artists 
brought together in 1948 by visionary 
Andrew Ryan, more influenced by 
Huxley than Orwell. The heartbreak- 
ing setting is a character in itself, one 
deeply flawed as it melts to goo a 
mere 12 years later around you. 

You plane-crash at night—not acci- 
dentally—on the lonely ocean surface 
at Rapture’s portal, murkily descend- 
ing through the outside of this stagger- 
ing, submerged, Art Deco metropolis 
into its nightmare streets of beauty 
and horror, Ryan chattily explaining 
his libertarian dream on film. There's 
immediate evidence of this dead civi- 
lization’s collapse, from dropped pick- 
et signs to shocking gore outside your 
elevator window as a Splicer—a 
genetic-enhancement reali 
her cruel scythework. Scarier than 
most intros, you really need a 
weapon, quickly. 

An amazing one awaits you: Eve, a 
wrist-injected juice that turns you into 
an elemental Jedi, the “a gn 
monster of this world where Ryan 
allowed no moral law to stifle human 
imagination. Unfortunately, Eve's 
already worked its addictive charms 
on the remnant population of the most 
sympathetic Gil ays you'll ever fight. 
like eloquent zombies, weeping or 
cackling at the remains of their moldy 
es ruesome, often shame- 
masked Splicers are violently xeno- 
phobic living ghosts haunting a claus- 
trophobic world where it’s always 
watery night outside. With admirable 
Al, they even fight each other. 

There are times as you play this 
game when you just want to stare out- 
side the pressure windows—or pause 
in awe at the storytelling, as when you 
realize the goal of a busted eet fa 
operation was to bring in Bibles and 
crucifixes, which Rapture has banned 
along with welfare and Communism, 
ideas which force the self into submis- 
sion, 

Piecing together Rapture’s mysteries 
‘om empowering e terrifying. 
illing up on Eve, you splice into your 
veins Hplawaids dozens of varied 
superpowers that enable everything 
from Frbolls to easier hacking of the 
ubiquitous vending machines and 
homemade turrets which help you sur- 
vive. It's here you embrace the central 
irony of Ryan's utopia, the yin and

yang of unbridled creativity. Danger- 
ous larly deat of attacker types, for 
example, heightens your understand- 
ing of them and increases your punch. 
Abandoned pocket recorders push the 
narrative along with non-essential but 
fascinating texture, a diary of what 
went so Wrong. And the pipe-switch- 
ing mini-game, a metaphor for hack- 
ing, complements your eternal com- 
panion, the loyal wrench. Though 
modified shotguns, trap-line crossbow 
bolts and turning robots and mutant 
splicers to fight for you works too. 

If BioShock has a soul, though, it’s 
the symbiotic Little Sister-Big Daddy 
pairs, who grimly drain corpses for 
Adam, the building block of plasmids. 
Your frantic radio guide, an Aussie 
named Atlas, has no sympathy for 
them, but after you fight off a mon- 
strous deep-sea diver you're given a 
choice of what to do with his ward— 
fatally harvest maximum power or

What’s so wrong with the Fringe’s new online ticket system? 


IF | HAD A QUARTER FOR EVERY 
fretful article I read this year 
about the Fringe Festival's new 
online ticketing system... well, I'd 
have $1.75. And since a cup of cof- 
fee costs two bucks, it looks like 
I’m going to have to write another 
one myself. 

But it sure won't be fretful! Asa 
matter of fact, unlike most mem- 
bers of Edmonton’s theatre com- 
munity (or at least its most vocal 
constituents), | approve of the 
online ticketing system and have a 
hard time understanding why so 
many people seem to think it’s the 
death knell for the True Fringe 
Experience. 

True, ticket sales were down 
this year—the Fringe pegs Live 
and Let Fringe’s indoor atten- 
dance at 74,536, down from 77,770 
in 2006. (And man, would it have 
killed you people to have bought 
just seven more tickets last year?) 
But that dip can just as easily be 
blamed on the lousy weather 
(which caused a much more dra- 
matic drop in outdoor attendance, 
from over 500,000 in 2006 to an 
estimated 350,000) and the fact 
that there were 16 fewer shows in 
the mix this year. 

And the shows that were staged

were well-attended: if I may con- 
tinue to regurgitate the Fringe’s 
press release, audiences apparent- 
ly snapped up 60 per cent of the 
available tickets this year, com- 
pared to only 51 per cent in 2006. 
So, to recap: ticket sales are 
essentially stable, there are more 
sold-out shows than ever, more 
money is going to the artists... so 
what's with all the bad blood? 
What is so wrong with a system 
that lets you know if a show is 
sold out before you even arrive on 
the Fringe grounds? A system that 
makes it even more convenient to 
pay for your tickets with a credit 
or debit card? Why are some 
Fringe artists circulating a petition 
demanding that the Fringe rein- 
state ticket sales at the venues? 
Well, it’s hard to get a straight 
answer—or at least one that ade- 
quately explains the level of anger 
this issue has aroused. The most 
common line you hear is that 
online ticket sales kill the spon- 
taneity of the Fringe experience— 
the freedom to head off to a play 
on the spur of the moment. “There 
was always spontaneity,” play- 
wright David Belke told Vue Week- 
ly in an uneasy pre-Fringe inter- 
view. “[It was] the kind of interac-

tive festival where you come to 
the site to wander around and get 
tickets at the door. You took your 
chances and didn’t plan.” 

“We want to accommodate 
patrons who, on relatively short 
notice, want to attend a perfor- 
mance,” agreed former Fringe 
director David Cheoros in an 
interview with the Journal. 

I hate to splash cold water on 
people's fond memories, but I 
hardly remember the Fringe as a 
playground of spontaneity. If I 
wanted to attend a play with any 
kind of buzz surrounding it, I 
would have to compete with 
dozens of theatregoers who had 
ruthlessly planned out their 
Fringe schedules and would line 
up at the venue hours ahead of 
time in order to secure their tick- 
ets. By the end of the Fringe, I'd 
have to race through breakfast 
and show up at the venue by 10 
a.m. if l wanted a fighting chance 
of seeing a noon-hour perfor- 
mance. I agree with Todd Babiak’s 
remarks in Saturday’s Journal: the 
end of backache-inducing two- 
hour lineups is a development 
worth celebrating, 

And don’t try and tell me that 
the loss of the lineups makes it 
harder for Fringe artists to pro- 
mote their plays. As a longtime 
Fringe patron, standing in line 
and having flyers pressed into my 
hands every five minutes is an 
annoyance I’m not exactly going 
to miss. 

Not that the online ticketing 
system doesn’t have problems. 
Technical glitches during the 
Fringe’s opening weekend left a 
bad taste in the mouths of many 
artists and theatregoers and gave 
the impression of a system that 
hadn’t been adequately field-test- 
ed before its big unveiling—much 
like those time-strapped Fringe 


plays whose first performance 
feels more like a tech rehearsal. 

I'm also no fan of the two-dollar 
processing surcharge the Fringe 
now adds to each ticket. It feels 
like a cash grab, and it’s also dri- 
ven the price of a typical Fringe 
show up to $14. If anything is 
reducing people’s willingness to 
“spontaneously” check out an 
unknown show, I'd say it’s the 
cost of admission. Sorry, but peo- 
ple shouldn’t have to pay more to 
see an hour-long Fringe show 
than they would to catch a movie. 

The Fringe is such a wonderful 
grassroots phenomenon that it’s 
surprising how stubbornly many 
Fringe artists resist any effort to 
democratize it. There was a simi- 
lar uproar, for instance, when the 
“first come, first served” queue to 
get your show into the Fringe—a 
cumbersome procedure that tend- 
ed to favour an insular group of 
Fringe veterans—was replaced by 
a lottery system. 

Is the fuss over online tickets 
any different? Once again, an 
insular group of Fringe veterans— 
audience members this time, 
instead of artists—is fighting to 
retain a cumbersome ticketing 
system that, I would suggest, only 
alienates casual theatregoers, who 
would much rather buy tickets 
ahead of time than suss out buzz 
in the beer tents and then rush to 
the theatre with two minutes to 
spare, like a “real” Fringegoer. 

The Fringe doesn’t put any 
restrictions on its artists; why 
should the audiences be bound by 
outmoded tradition? So they need 
to plan their playgoing schedules 
a little more carefully—hell, I 
never saw a Fringe play that 
couldn’t have benefited from a lit- 
tle more advance preparation 
either.

Pop troubadour Pete Yorn returns from the dark side with Nightcrawler

WHEN PETE YORN WROTE THE 
opening track to his latest album, 
2006’s Nightcrawler, he was sitting 
in the basement of his parents’ 
New Jersey home, just before it 
was sold to another family. 
“Vampyre” would be the last 
song he'd write under that roof, 
and the last song he'd tap out 
with his fingertips while sur- 
rounded by the artifacts of his 
childhood. 

Yorn struck out in a different 
musical direction that day: unlike 
the sturdy, upbeat pop-rock he’s 
known for, he found himself mix- 
ing slower, echoing vocals with 
prickling guitars and haunting 
silences, textures all suggestive of 
some kind of sinister nighttime 
transformation. But Yorn says the 
song's message is more upbeat 
than its sound and title suggest. 

“It’s actually a kind of a rallying 
together,” he explains. “It’s about 
people who are misunderstood or 
are told they can’t approach life 
the way they want to or those 
who are left behind: it’s a massive 
kind of call to rally together and 
say ‘Screw you.” That's where it 
comes from.” 

That mixture of light and dark- 
ness audible on “Vampyre” 
reflects Yorn’s topsy-turvy emo- 
tional state during Nightcrawler’s 
production period. Plagued by 
alcoholism and insomnia, he was 
saved in the end only by his desire 
to finish the record. “I was dealing 
with a lot of stuff,” he says. “I 
wasn't really in a good place emo- 
tionally. I was drinking a lot at the 
time and abusing my body and 
making some bad decisions. I had 
friends who were sick and dying; 
I was trying to make a record and 
I was just kind of not sleeping 
much. I was getting into a lot of 
stuff at night, which is where the

title Nightcrawler came from. 

“I spent a lot of time in Venice, 
California and took in the whole 
vibe,” he continues. “It’s an inter- 
esting place in California that has 
a seediness to it that I feel is 
reflected in the sounds of the 
record. I remember walking 
around the back alleys there at 
night and getting inspired by 
what was going on around me: 
street people walking around, 
vagrants, dealers, and the overall 
heaviness that hangs in the air at 
night. I brought that back into the 
studio with me and put it into the 
record.” 

Ironically enough, Yorn had 
originally intended Nightcrawler to 
work thematically with his previ- 
ous two records, 2001’s annoying- 
ly titled Musicforthemorningatter 
(2001) and 2003’s Day I Forgot, 
whose classic pop craftsmanship 
earned Yorn comparisons to 
everyone from T. Rex to Bruce 


Springsteen. (The three titles form 
a loose Day/Moming/Night trilo- 
gy.) Nightcrawler has more com- 
plex emotional shadings than the 
previous two, but it’s also a more 
confident album. Yorn thinks that 
just comes with knowing when to 
pick up the pen and put down the 
bottle. 

“T think I’m still very optimistic 
[on Nightcrawler],” he says. “When 
I made my first record, | think I 
definitely still saw both sides of 
the coin: it’s just that I’ve got 
much more life experience at this 
point. The main thing is who I 
was when I made the record. I 
was a different person in many 
ways when I made my first or sec- 
ond record, as was my perspective 
on the world. And I’m a different 
person now than when I did 
Nightcrawler. That change informs 
the songs and the way I 
approached everything.”

Vancouver's Ghost House summon spirits of punk’s more diverse history

LISTEN TO GHOST HOUSE AND 
sure, you'll hear some pleasant 
(albeit a little jagged) interchanges 
of male-female harmonies. And 
sure, their poppy melodies are 
propped up by some fairly deli- 
cate piano lines too. But make no 
mistake about this Vancouver 
band: they’re as punk rock as any

batch of kids with wallet chains 
and brand-new tattoos. 

“It’s just that a lot of people 
don’t know it,” laughs the band’s 
front guy, pianist/ vocalist Jesse 
Gander, but he’s not joking when 
he talks about their pedigree. “It’s 
not all that different. The main 
thing that’s different is the choice 
of sounds that we use—piano 
usually isn’t associated with heav- 
ier forms of music, but whatever. 
It works. We didn’t really havea

concept for a sound—we worked 
on our own styles individually, 
and then we came together. To 
me, it’s still punk rock—that’s 
what I grew up listening to. 

Gander, a child of the ‘80s and 
teenager of the ‘90s, says his 
young age meant he missed see- 
ing most of his favourite acts play 
live, but the possibilities that punk 
presented in its classic form are 
what enabled him to find his own 
voice—one that not so coinciden- 
tally has an urgency that recalls 
his favourite songwriter, Joe 
Strummer. 

“In the ‘70s and even the early 


’80s,” he says, “punk rock wasn’t 
so established in what it’s ‘sup- 
posed’ to sound like. It became 
very homogenized throughout the 
‘90s. You had record labels 
putting out 12 bands that all 
sounded identical to one another 
and that were all recorded by the 
same people, and toured together. 
You know what I mean? Like the 
Fat [Wreck] Records thing [NOFX, 
Lagwagon, etc., etc.]. 

“If you consider what New 
York was like in the ‘70s... People 
considered Television to be punk 
rock, or Blondie. Bands that 
sounded radically different in 
instrumentation and production. 
That’s what happens to genres as 
time goes on—they split into sub- 
genres and those subgenres 
become very specific as to what 
you need to sound like to fit into 





that. You brand the whole thing. 
You label it, and there you go: 
you've created a subculture that’s 
more marketable to people.” 

And as time goes on, the real 
punks (or whatever they choose to 
call themselves) become easy to 
identify: they're the ones who 
work hardest to depart from the 
cookie cutter mold. 

That description fits Gander. 
Something of a fixture on the Van- 
couver band scene, he records for 
noted indie studio The Hive and 
has played with the likes of Oper- 
ation Makeout and Black Rice. 
Ghost House operated as a loose 
recording project for years, with 
members coming and going until 
Gander decided he wanted to 
commit to the band full-time and 
nailed down a permanent lineup 
with multi-instrumentalists Allan 
Boyle, Katie Lapi, and Steve M. 
But while the lineup has solidi- 
fied, their aesthetic sure hasn't. 

“Usually when you start a band 
you establish your sound and 
work more towards it,” Gander 
says. “But the most recent stuff 
we've written is even more differ- 
ent, so it’s hard to say where 
we're going—a couple of songs 
are heavier than they’ve ever been 
before and a couple are way, way 
mellower.” 

As such, Gander and Co. are 
following up their full-length CD 

, released by Edmon- 
ton’s Reluctant Records, with four 
very different-sounding EPs. 
(Why not just release it all as a 
double disc, you ask? Gander says 
he doesn’t think most rock record- 
ings warrant that length—The 
Clash’s London Calling excepted, of 
course.) 

“As we've gone on, they’ve got- 
ten weirder and weirder,” Gander 
laughs, “and I don’t know where 
it’s going.”

Calling for Tek support 


Bad Men nab legendary Radio Birdman guitarist

YOU CAN TRACE THE GENESIS OF 
the international group Last of the 
Bad Men to a fluke phone call 
made by Art Godoy and his then 
band to a Billings, Montana hospi- 
tal in 1991. 

“We were huge Radio Birdman 
fans,” explains guitarist Godoy 
(who, along with his drummer 
brother Steve, forms the core of 
several bands, including LOTBM), 
“and we wanted to get hold of 
[Birdman guitarist] Deniz Tek. We 
knew that he was a doctor ina 
hospital in Montana, but we're 
like, ‘Fuck—we don’t know what 
city,’ so we took a chance and put 
a phone call to this hospital in 
Billings. Turns out that not only 
was he working there, but he was 
also on duty. He got on the phone, 
we introduced ourselves, and we 
ended up staying in touch.” : 

Radio Birdman, the cult Aus- 
tralian proto-punk band that z 
formed in 1974 with Tek’s MC5- 
inspired guitarwork a crucial 
component—were more than just 
favourites of the Godoys; they 
were an essential influence on 
their much-missed Orange Coun- 


ty punk band, Exploding Fuck 
Dolls. At the cusp of the punk 
explosion that would take bands 
like Green Day, Sublime and The 
Offspring to commercial success, 
the Fuck Dolls were playing to 
packed houses but somehow 
missed the label feeding frenzy. 

“When we were playing in ‘93 
we had a strong lineup,” Godoy 
says, “and a lot of bands were 
opening for us, like Pennywise, Fu 
Manchu, and we had serious 
major-label interest. But then we 
were suddenly left in the lurch. 
We were pretty bitter about it— 
you'd see the guys from Green 
Day standing in the audience in 
dreadlocks and shorts watching 
us, and the next year they’re ~ 
doing what you're doing. It makes 
you just wonder.” 

Still, the Godoys did make at 
least one important connection: at 
the same time that the Exploding 
Fuck Dolls were in San Diego for a 
gig, Tek was there for a medical 
convention. “He leaped onstage to 
jam with the band,” Godoy says, 
“and when he came offstage, he 
said, ‘That was a great practice— 
let’s do some shows.”” 

Years later, that casual relation- 
ship—based on a mutual love of 
classic punk and high-energy 
rock—ended up with the brothers 


and Tek forming the supergroup 
Last of the Bad Men with bassist 
Troy Zak (of Calgary’s The Dag- 
gers) and vocalist Danny Creadon. 
“For us it’s all cool,” Godoy says. 
“The common denominator is 
high-energy music, whether it’s 
punk or just rock, MC5-era, Radio 
Birdman-style, we just end up 
combining all of our favourite ele- 
ments.” 

With so many side projects and 
careers to think of—the Godoys 
are both tattoo artists, Art in Van- 
couver, Steve in Orange County, 
while Tek works away in the ER— 
the Last of the Bad Men are forced 
to compose from a distance. They 
record demos on mp3 and send 
them to each other, and when 
enough songs are finished, they 
make arrangements for rehearsals 
and go into the studio. 

That's how last year’s Nowhere 
Is Safe was developed—in the fre- 
netic rush’to get everything 
together, with Tek mailing in his 
parts, the full band didn’t even 
meet until just before the first set 
of shows. “The only thing has 
been keeping patient until it’s 
time to play,” Godoy says. “Deniz 
won't be able to make these 
shows—he also has to go to 
Europe for six weeks with the 
reunited Radio Birdman—so in 
the meantime we go out as a four- 
piece. Next year, when he has the 
time, the plan is to go to Europe 
and Australia with the full band, 
and I can’t wait.”

Rising rents deciding factor in creating yet another musical expat

“YOU'VE GOT FOUR FINGERS AND 
[you put] those four fingers in 24 
unique orders—1,2,3,4, 1,2,4,3, 
1,3,2,4, et cetera, et cetera.” 

Lane Arndt is explaining what 
he calls the “fairly simple” 
premise behind an instructional 
book he’s almost finished called 
Guitar Calisthenics, which he says 
will guarantee “stronger, more 
agile and independent” fingers. 

Pretty simple, yes, if you didn’t 
take Grade 12 Math five times to 
get a passing mark, as did his lis- 
tener. (There’s a reason some peo- 
ple end up talking to bands for a 
living, and it isn’t the pay.) But 
I’m with him so far. 

“Four times three times two 
times one different combina- 
tions—and each one of those 24 
gets put through a routine of 30 
different permutations. So you're 
_ getting every single finger combi- 
_ nation through every possible 
string movement,” says Arndt, 
explaining how he formulated the 
120 exercises that make up the 
book. 

It makes sense—seriously!—but 
he’d better look for a more elevat- 
ed mind to engage with when he 
finally gets around to opening his 
music school, which he already 
has a name for: Forward Momen- 
tum. Arndt says he plans to start 
with a small office and build it up 
to the point where he can subcon- 
tract work to experienced instruc- 
tors. 

“I don’t want to teach 12-year- 
olds AC/DC,” he says. “That's 
not my thing. It’s fun to watch 
anybody play the instrument and 
have their successes and all that 
stuff, but I like talking harmonic 
ratios and improv concepts and 
opening up what might be called 
the world of music theory in a cre- 
ative way.” 

Unfortunately for Edmonton's 
music community, Arndt plans on 
taking this dream elsewhere— 
Toronto, to be precise. It’s not that 
Albertans aren't sophisticated 





enough (present company exclud- 
ed). No, Arndt’s main reason for 
packing it in after eight and half 
years in Edmonton—where he’s 
taught music, played sideman to 
various artists, fronted his own 
solo projects, gigged in the jazz 
community, and played a key cre- 
ative role in the band AA 
Soundsystem—is the same one 
I've been hearing more and more 
from creative minds all over town. 
“Toronto is the only industry 
town we have in the country,” he 
says, “and Edmonton is more 
expensive than Toronto. And | fig- 
ured rather than spending $800- 
$1,000 on a one-bedroom apart- 
ment in Edmonton, I could move 
to Toronto and pay less and be in 
the centre of the music universe.” 
Yup, the boom proves a bust 
once again as far as maintaining 
our creative core goes, but really, 
Arndt probably would have 
ended up eastbound sooner or 
later. There are three major acade- 
mic centres that teach music theo- 


ry in the Toronto area, where 
Arndt can hawk his books and 
hopefully build upon the student 
and faculty bodies of his dream 
school. Furthermore, he says AA 
Soundsystem has no plans what- 
soever to call it a day (“I never 
want to stop playing those songs,” 
he says) and promises they'll con- 
tinue to collaborate long distance. 

Still, regrets... he has a few. 

“| think the only reason people 
stay in this town,” Arndt says, “is 
because the people are so great. 
My community here is amazing, 
and as I confront the last lessons 
with each one of my students, and 
play each one of my last gigs with 
all of my musical partners, and 
spend the last days with my beau- 
tiful girlfriend and all that... It’s 
kind of like, ‘Whoa—why am I 
doing this?’” 

Because that harmonic ratio of 
affordable living and greater 
opportunity is a-calling. Good 
luck to him.

| oe by trains. He didn’t, however, 
spend his youth hunkered down in the 

garage producing scale-models locomotives 
No, Lowe's trainophilia sparked an enduring 
vocation of a far more colourful, enamel- 
based, aerosol-produced kind 

You see, around the age of 15, Lowe became 
entranced not by the trains themselves but the 
graffiti marking the cars that passed through 
a major rail artery close to his Edmonton 
home. In a sense, he quite literally became a 
trainspotter. 

“But without the drugs at that point,” he 
quips 

What was the appeal of this artform pro- 
duced by authors unknown? “The mystery of 
it, for sure,” Lowe says. “Where did it come 
from? Why it was produced? Who did it? 
Why are there some spots that have it and 
others that don’t? What level of integration 
and discourse does this have on your environ- 
ment?” 

Heady questions for a young lad, although 
it's likely the last set of questions only sur- 
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faced later, once Lowe was pursuing a formal 
education in illustration and visual communi- 
cations. (He's currently the only designer on 
staff at the Alberta Gallery of Art.) But back 
in the day, those trains got Lowe rolling to the 
hardware store for a can of spray paint and 
then back to the trainyard, where he made his 
first forays into graffiti culture. Although he 
recalls his initial attempts as “fairly feeble,” 
through practice Lowe realized he had a knack 
for the medium—so much so that he eventu- 
ally earned legitimate commissions around 
town, much of which can still be seen, if you 
stroll around the Bissell Centre, the Churchill 
LRT station, or the overpass crossing 99 Ave 
and 10 St. 

Of course, it took a while for the city to 
extend the invitation to use its public spaces as 
a canvas. And Lowe is a bit circumspect about 
his brushes with the law during his formative 
years as a “non-commissioned” practicing 
graffiti artist. 

“Well, | won't get too much into my personal 
situations,” he says, obviously weighing his 
words. “We'll just put it this way: it’s tricky to 


stay out of trouble entirely, but not 
impossible.” 


WE’RE ALL ARTISTS HERE 

“I'm essentially interested in making the city 
look better, and, as you know, this city could 
go a long way to looking better,” laughs mural 
painter Ian Mulder. “And we have a real thirst 
here for good public art, and notjust shit pub- 
lic art—grassroots stuff that actually comes 
from the community.” ; 

While Mulder admits that graffiti art isn’t 
his world. Through his work with the iHu- 
man Society, the €dmonton-based nonprofit - 
organization that works with at-risk youth (he 
was involved with theif crisis intervention and 
life-skills and mentorship programs), Mulder 
mentored a young un-comissioned public art- 
ist who hadn't learned the way Lowe had how 






to stay out of trouble. Mulder asked him to be 
his assistant on one of his murals. 

That experience led to discussions between 
Mulder and iHuman founder/director Wallace 
Kendall about addressing what Mulder refers 
to as “the so-called ‘graffiti problem’ in the 
city” by offering high-end commissions to 
young taggers as a way of “channeling that 
energy into more legitimate and financially 
rewarding projects.” 

Hence, State of the Art, a combination 
workshop/competition that Mulder and Lowe 
hope will start a dialogue betweén “fine” art- 
ists and their street counterparts. The event 
will take place over two weekends and will cul- 
minate with five commissions being awarded 
to as many teams; the resulting works will 
beautify iHuman’s new HQ on Jasper and 95 
St. 

“The great thing about this is not only is it 
bringing artists together, but artists of differ- 
ent stripes,” enthuses Mulder. “Street artists, 
more mainstream artists, the university-type 
crowd—especially those doing the stencils and 
wheat paste stuff here around town.” 


“Education and collaboration through 
practice, whether it’s art or construction or 
cooking or whatever the fuck it is, it tends to 
build community,” adds Lowe. “Education and 
collaboration are the things that bring people 
together: dissemination of knowledge and 


inspiring and engaging one another. Being in- 


volved with iHuman, | couldn't think of a bet-_ - 


ter forum to have something like State of the _ 
Art under, because it reaches out to the novice 
and the intermediate painters who need it the 
most, not just to learn but to share what they 
know and feel like they're part of something.” 


NAUGHTY AS YOU WANNA BE 
Though it’s a grand plan, this State of the Art, 
Mulder and Lowe both acknowledge that it's 
not going to end the debate on the validity of 
street art or lessen the outlaw appeal of illegal, 
unsanctioned graffiti art. But the way Lowe ~ 





around since the dawn of man, since the caves 
of Lascaux. There's something intrinsic in na- 
ture in mark-making and leaving visual com- 
munications behind in open spaces, whether 
it's on the side of a rock or a building. 
“Graffiti tends to be used as a scapegoat for 
the other sort of issues going on in communt- 
ties. | know in Edmonton it's been in and out 
of the news, and I haven't really been keeping 
up on it, but through conversations with other 
artists... | think it tends to be symbolic of the 


real problems that are happening in communi- 


ties, like homelessness or the lack of low- 
income/low-cost housing. The vacancy rate 
in Edmonton is something like below three 
per cent and things like homelessness and 
addiction are becoming more visible, and a lot 
of people see graffiti as things getting out of 
hand and outside of the control of established 
bodies.”

precisely the same kind that Busce- 
mi’s character in Interview has for 
Miller's, and that it’s just as unatirac- 
tive a trait onscreen. 

Buscemi plays Pierre Peders, a 
reporter for Newsworld, who's been 
assigned to write a puff piece on 
Katja, a tabloid-fodder starlet more 
famous for her boyfriends and her 


breasts than her acting talent. It’s 
never exactly clear why a Tire/ 
Newsweek-style newsmagazine 
would be interested in running a 
profile of a B-list star promoting a 
slasher movie called Killer Body 4, 
but at least Pierre recognizes it for 
the demeaning assignment that it is. 
Asa “serious” journalist who's filed 
reports from Sarajevo to Washing- 
ton, he doesn’t even try to hide his 
contempt for Katja: he shows up for 
their interview completely unpre- 
pared, asks her a few insulting ques- 
tions about her work, and refers to 
her under his breath as “Cuntya” 
after she walks out on him. 

What follows are a series of not- 
entirely-convincing contrivances 
designed to get Pierre and Katja 
inside her awe-inspiringly gigantic 
Manhattan loft, where the interview 
continues deep into the night. Except 
it’s not so much a celebrity interview 
as a series of vicious head games 
and power plays. And Katja proves 
to be more than a match for Pierre— 
even with all the wine and cocaine in 
her system, she’s able not just to 
parry his every insult (when he lofti- 
ly tells her, “I don’t fuck celebrities,” 
she says, “Well, I don’t fuck nobod- 
ies”) but to seduce him into telling 
her all his secrets without really giv- 
ing up any of her own. Put this 
woman on with Charlie Rose and 
he'd be on the floor whimpering 
within half an hour. 

Which brings me back to Sienna 
Miller, who, fascinatingly, keeps 
choosing movies in which she plays 
beautiful women who aren’t quite as 
shallow or stupid as they initially 
appear. Is this a form of silent 
protest? I haven't seen Factory Girl, 
her Edie Sedgwick biopic that 
opened last year to lukewarm 
reviews, but I really enjoyed her in 
Layer Cake, Alfie, and especially Star- 
dust, in which she played the

woman the hero thinks he’s in love 
at the start of the movie, but who we 
can see is much too conventional to 
ever make a dreamer like him 
happy. Except Miller is much more 
likable than Claire Danes, the hero’s 
“proper” love interest—I love the 
scene where she talks about the 
engagement ring the hero’s rival has 
given her and how he brought it “all 
the way from Ipswich!” Danes is lit- 
erally playing a star that has fallen 
out of the sky, and yet Miller makes 
the trip to Ipswich seem like a much 
more magical and wondrous 
journey. 


Interview isn’t much of a movie—it 
feels more like an Off-Broadway act- 
ing exercise, a situation that gives 
the actors lots of “turns” and hidden 
“intentions” to play, none of which 
are particularly interesting to an 
audience. But Miller is as sharp as a 
tack in it—quick-witted, intuitive, 
unaffected, very aware of how to use 
her body in service of the scene. If 
you want to slam Scarlett Johansson, 
I'll back you up every step of the 
way, but you'd better leave my gal 
Sienna alone.

Narrated by Leonardo DiCaprio, 
The 11th Hour is a strident, powerful, 
if somewhat incoherent message- 
movie about the dangerous environ- 
mental precipice the human species 
is perched upon. (DiCaprio’s pres- 
ence is kept to a minimum, thankful- 
ly. Maybe the filmmaker’s theory is 
that one movie star is worth a thou- 
sand David Suzukis, but does mid- 
dle America really want some pam- 
pered millionaire hectoring them 
about their lifestyles?) 

The real stars of the film are the 
various scientists, academics, and 
talking heads who wax apocalyptic 
over harrowing montages of natural 
disasters and toxic landscapes. Yes, 
we get a lot of dire prognostica- 
tions—the most dire of which con- 
cern global warming. 

Eminent physicist Stephen Hawk- 
ing warns that, in a worst-case sce- 
nario, our current degree of green- 
house warming could melt just 
enough of the Arctic permafrost to 
release the massive amounts of 
methane trapped inside it—which 
could, in concert with a few other 
factors, heat up the planet to a aver- 
age temperature of 250 degrees Cel- 
sius, turning Earth into a barren, 
hellish wasteland, with rainstorms of 
sulfuric acid. Elsewhere, we're 
warmed that global warming may be 
capable of switching off the oceans’ 
“conveyor belt’—the process by 
which water from deep in the oceans 
rises to the top, and water at the 
top sinks to the bottom. The last time 
this happened, we're told, was at 
the end of the Permian extinction, 
when 95 per cent of all species on 
Earth died. io 

But many, many questions are left 
unanswered. For example: why 
would that cause a mass extinction? 
What are the mechanisms by which 
global warming could turn off this 
conveyor belt effect? Who are all 

experts anyway?

dition is so far-reaching that it seems 
brand-new talking heads are pop- 
ping up every few minutes, giving 
us some horrendous news about the 
possible future of our planet, and 
then disappearing, having suitably 
scared us without explaining why 
we should be scared. 

Which isn’t to cast their creden- 
tials into doubt. These are, for the 
most part, well-known and highly 
respected scholars and scientists. It’s 
just that with 18 of them weighing 
in, nobody gets enough screen time 
to go in-depth. The doomsaying 
skips by in a terrifying compendium 
of disaster scenarios, but we don’t 
really learn much about the mechan- 
ics of environmental destruction 

The second hour of the film tries 
to discuss ways in which we can 
reverse, or at least mitigate, the dam- 
age we've wrought. This is a wel 
come change from enviro-does that 
scare us half to death and then, to 
end things on a cheery note, give us 
five minutes of “what you can do 
to help.” 

But just as in the first half, this seg- 
ment skips by too quickly to be of 
much use. We get inspiring illustra- 
tions of a “carbon-neutral city,” of 
electric locomotives, of alternatives 
to the non-biodegradable plastics 
and other toxins that are being car- 
ried to the far reaches of the oceans 
where they poison delicate ecosys- 
tems, creating “dead zones” hun- 
dreds of square miles in area. But 
again, there's too much info, present- 
ed in too higgledy-piggledy a fash- 
ion. The main message | carried 
away was “buy energy-efficient 
lightbulbs,” which unfortunately, 
may only further convince people 
that serious environmental action 
can be accomplished with little more 
than making a few adjustments to 
what's in your shopping bag. 

In spite of its flaws, The 11th Hour 
can’t help but be an important film. 
It’s stuffed with so much info that it 
risks sliding into unintelligibility, but 
even if audiences leave the theatre 
without a clear idea as to how we're 
destroying our environment (and, in 
so doing, ourselves), they'll at least 
leave with some very frightening 
possibilities lingering in their heads. 
They might not know whatneeds to 
be done, but they'll need to know 
something has to. 

So what do you say, Ed? Got an 
evening free this week? I'll buy you 
a Coke...

Close to Home shows the Israeli army’s female side

SMADAR, A YOUNG ISRAELI 
soldier, finally snaps at having to 
undress and search Palestinian 
women as they travel between the 
Arab and Israeli section of the 
divided city. She’s politically and 
philosophically opposed to the 
practice, and so after she peremp- 
torily sends everyone home with- 
out the humiliating personal 
search, her superior officer hustles 
her off to jail. 

Those first few minutes of Clase 
to Home set up the slender premise 
of this quietly absorbing 2005 
Israeli film, as Smadar is paired 
up with another 18-year-old 
female solder named Mirit as a 
patrol unit in Jerusalem. 

Two more different personali- 
ties are hard to imagine: Mirit is 
timid and hopes to complete her 
compulsory military service with- 
out making waves, while Smadar 
can barely hide her sullen con- 
tempt for her immediate comman- 
der. But despite their attempts to 
appear gruff and professional, the 
soldiers in Close to Home are still 
young girls, and as they walk the 
streets of the city, supposedly 
checking Palestinians’s ID cards, 
they instead warn each other of 
surprise inspections by cellphone, 
ditch work during rainy days and 
huddle in shops, smoke, talk 
about men, and basically slack off. 
When it comes to checking up on 
Palestinian workers, they doa 


1. lousy job—shy to approach them 


and unwilling to invade their 
space, they come back from a full 
day to an exasperated comman- 
der, who sarcastically asks 
whether there are any Arabs in 
the city at all. 

In this almost cinéma-vérité 
character study—the first film 
ever to address the experiences of 
young women in the Israeli 
army—writer/ directors Dalia , 
Hager and Vidi Bilu draw on their 
own personal experiences to 
inform the day-to-day life of their 
characters. Close to Home is fasci- 


nated by inconsequential details, 
and that’s to its credit—it’s more 
interested in humanizing these 
women than taking a sledgeham- 
mer approach to the story’s bigger 
political themes. Both girls even- 
tually end up having a significant 
effect on each other—Mirit espe- 
cially becomes more willful, hard- 
er to push around, and more will- 
ing to take chances and assert her- 
self. 

There are no great epiphanies 
here, just incremental signs of 
these young girls eventually 
becoming women as the full 
impact of their job and their situa-

tion becomes clear to them. The 
Palestinians are ciphers to these 
soldiers, but even so they recog- 
nize their humanity—which 
makes the scenes where they’re 
forced by circumstance to act 
inhumanely to them as repulsive 
to the soldiers as they are to the 
viewer. But this change manifests 
itself only in small, subtle ges- 
tures—even the expected terror 
attack (which happens nearer to 
the beginning of the film than the 
end) never really shakes the girls 
loose of their almost solipsistic 
self-possession. 

The sequence does give us one 
great image, though: Smadar 
standing in the aftermath of the 
bombing, slowly turning as barri- 
cades are put up and rescue work- 
ers dig, the sound receding while 
she realizes the full impact of 
what's just occurred,
